On the George E. Klick farm in 
Alexander precinct the work of 
cutting 700 acres of wheat is now 
about finished. 
A large force of 
men from Jacksonville Stat** hos­ 
pital has been doing the shocking 
and this part of the work 
has 
been kept up with a large number 
of binders. 
Yesterday fifty men 
from the hospital were woiking in 
the Klick fields under direction of 
a superintendent, and tim shock­ 
ing has been done in a very satis­ 
factory way. 
The ineu are taken 
to and from the farm in an auto 
tr u c k / They have a good dinner 
at noon, quit at four o'clock and 
altogether seem to enjoy their 
part iii the harvest operations. 


It seems now to be the general 
opinion that the wheat crop will 
not in bushels come up to expecta­ 
tions, altho there are only a few' 
fields of really poor wheat. 
How­ 
ever, there are many fields where 
the guess has been thirty to thir­ 
ty-five bushels to the acre, which 
are now not expected to thresh 
(‘•n more than tweiuy-tive bush­ 
els. 
At the present guaranteed 
puce tins will mean an excellent 
cash return to farmers, even tho 
the total does not measure up ful­ 
ly to expectations. 
The grain matured so early this 
year that threshing will begin al­ 
most immediately. 
Ordinarily af­ 
ter a period of ten days threshing 
from the shock 
can 
be 
done. 
Threshermeu for the 
most 
part 
have their equipment all in order 
and some threshing will be done 
this week. 
Thus far there has 
been no general agreement as tt> 
the prices which will he paid for 
threshing here this year, altho in 
a number of surrounding counties 
the terms 
were 
fixed 
several 
weeks ago after 
conferences 
be­ 
tween groups of farmers and the 
owners of threshing equipment.

early tilling of ccyn was Interfer­ 
ed with. 
As a result the weeds 
got an extra sta rt and tho corn 
crop is not as far advanced as 
would normally he true. 
In still 
other localities the corn was not 
planted as early as usual. 
As a 
whole the col ii crop in Morgan 
county is not as far advanced as it 
was a year ago, but tho stand and 
quality are excellent and unless 
the killing 
frosts 
come 
much 
earlier than normally is true, a 
crop the county can be proud of 
will be harvested. 
When it is remembered that the 
December quotation for corn is 
around the $1.45 mark one can 
readily figure that the farmers at 
this county are certain ta have a 
prosperous year.

In Morgan county 
this 
year 
1 here was a larger acreage than 
ever before of spring wheat and 
the prospects now are very poor. 
Until ten days ago 
the 
spring 
wheat gave promise of a line re­ 
turn as the earlier season was 
favorable for this 
plant. 
But 
then the heavy, hot weather fol­ 
lowing the rainy period was very 
injurious to the wheat and heads 
which promised a good return of 
grain have been practically dried 
up. 
As a result some fields which 
had previously indicated a yield 
of twenty bushels to the acre will 
now probably not turn out more 
than ten bushels. 


Someone was commenting re­ 
cently on the small acreage of hay 
til the county this year and a gen­ 
eral survey proved this to be the 
case. 
Meadows are few and the 
total acreage, speaking in a coun­ 
ty way, is small. 
The early rains 
were excellent for meadows and 
timothy and clover are now fine 
crops. 
The price is so high that 
the farmer this year will get al­ 
most as good a return from hie 
hay crop as will be true from 
other crops 
usually 
considered 
more valuable. 
Hay is now sell­ 
ing anywhere from $35 to $40 per 
ton and new hay, heavy and full 
of sap, has sold direct from the 
field at prices varying from $15 
to $18 per ton 


When It comes to alfalfa, the 
first crop this year was very heavy 
mid in instances where the farm ­ 
ers were able to cut their first crop 
at the proper time the second is 
now almost ready for the sickle. 
In fact, this Is true even in cases 
where the first crop was not cut 
at the best time, and the second 
crop is ready even if light. 
It bo 
happened that most of the alfalfa 
Helds were reudy for the first cut­ 
ting at a very wet time and in 
many instances the shoots for the 
second crop were too far develop­ 
ed before the first crop was taken 
off. 
As a result some of these shoots’ 
were clipped by the mower and 
then came tile fewer showers with 
the result that the development 
of the second crop was interfered 
with. 
However, the first crop was 
heavy 
enough to 
balance 
any 
shortage of the second crop and 
with the normal season the plants 
will make a good return from the 
third and fourth cuttings.
